The past year has beon one of very stren- 
uous activity for conservationists, The 
one major successful cperation culminated 
in the Forest Service decision to main- 
tain the San Gorgonio Primitive Area, 
There still remain unsettled major issues 
Such as the reduction of the Jackson Hole 
National Monument, the Olympic National 
Park, and many others, 

The Sierra Club in the last twelve 
months has acquired increased national 
prestige in the important part it has 
played in this picture, largely as a re- 
sult of the San Gorgonio battle... With 
the Izaak Walton League and the Wilder- 
ness Society, our combined efforts are 
now reasonably synchronized so they exert 
an increasing national pressure to stave 
off raids on our national parks, monu- 
ments,. and naticnal forests. 

The-response. to the Yodeler's conserva- 
tion column has been heartening to the 
writer, who feels our readers have shown 
net..only interest but a willingness to . 
help the cause along by action. They 
have written and. asked others to write, 
to persuade our legislators not to enact 
laws unfavorable to real conservation 
needs of the country, 

However, let's not.get unduly optim- 
istic; much legislation has reached a 
critical stage, When Congress meets in 
regular session after January 1, there 
will be ample time and opportunity before 
it adjourns for a representative like 
Congressman Barrett to slip through his 
bill.to sabotage the Jackson Hole ss cate 
Monument, . 

So if you 
man concerning legislation affecting that 
Monument and the. Olympic National Park, 
do it now. Reréad the September-October 
monthly for details on this legislation 
if necessary, Make your letter short and 
to the point. -~--Arthur H, Blake

The Club strongly reaffirmed its 1939 
endorsement of Butano Forest as.a pro- 
posed State park, and will support the 
Butano Associates in their campaign to 
preserve this areca, 

Three new honorary life members of the 
Sierra ‘Club were elected: Dr. Carl Rus- 
sell, already a member of the club, the 
new Superintendent of Yosemite National 
Park, and well known to Sierrans from 
his many years as Naturalist there; Lyle 
Watts, Chief Forester of the U.S. Forest 
Service; and P. A. Thompson, Regional 
Forester for the California region.

Another look at that road-cut 
was even more encouraging than pre-rain 
observations. 

It was not all work and no play, how- 
ever, for already some of the Arctostaph- 
los were in bloom, and assorted fungi 
were in ovidence, Among thom were sev- 
eral varieties of the “shell fungus" and 
a beautiful poppy orange one that grew on 
the ground, 

Even the morning after the Annual Dinner 
seventeen NSSters appeared for bird watche 
ing at Lake Merritt. We apologize that 
our dinner centerpiece was not alive, but 
you can’see a live wood duck at Lake Mer- 
ritt! More than thirty additional species 
of water birds were seen by the group. 
However, the bird population changes con- 
stantly at the lake, Which was the first 
State Game Refuge in California. 

By the way, take a better look. at the 
legs of the gulls you see and make a 
record of any colored bands, what color, 
and on which leg, and report your find 
to; Mrs. Sargent, Squibb Institute, La 
Jolla, Californias These bands tell a 
lot about the gull. 

After a morning of observing, the group 
enjoyed the lecture and duck feeding cone 
ducted by Paul F, Covell, Oakland Park 
Ranger Naturalist.
